Boviet system,

The American people, through their
Goverment, are to boy the railroads
from the private owners and torn
these properties over to the railroad
employees to manage and operate.
In consideration of an investment of
spproximately §20,000,000,000 the Goy-
ernment is to appoint one®vhird of
the directors, and the public s to
atiare insuch savings in the codet of
operation a8 may remain after the
employees have paidthemselves what
they think theirservices onght to be
worth. The spirit in which the pro-
gramme I8 put forth may be inferred
from a» statement made by B. M.
Jewell, Acting President of the

had offered mild and academic ob-
jections to being despoiled.

Before soy railroad plan can be
worked ont, one highly essential fact
must be established—namely, whether
the sovereign power of the United
Btates is vested in Government and in
Amerlean people or whether it is
vested in the railroad brotherhoods.

For three years now the brother-
hoods have mssumed that the sover-
eign power was vested in them with
excellent ressons for,that assumption.
When the railroall employees in ghe
critical period of the summer of 1916
demanded an eight-hour day and
threatened a general strikke, President
Wilson sent a message to Congress in
which he urged that the eight-hour
day be made the basis of work and
wages, but he made four other pro-
possals, one of which called for—

An amendment to the existing Fed-
eral statute which provides for the
mediation, oo tion and arbitra-
tion of soch ntroversies as the
present by adding to it a provision
that in case the methods of accom-
modation now provided for should
fail, a full public investigation of the
merits of every such dispute should
be instituted and completed before &
strike or lockout may be lawfully ab-
tempted.

Congress refnsed to enact this legis-
Istion because jthe labor § leaders
object to it, and now we have a
situation in which a Ilabor leader
can threaten fo ‘‘tie up the railroads
so tight that they can never ruan
again” if Congress presumes to psss
an act to which the brotherhood
sutocracy objects sz unequal to its
imperative demands.

The railroad brotherhoods have em-
bsrked upon & policy that even the
most conservative of them must ad-
mit {8 economically revolutionary.
If their scheme of nationalization un-
der class confrol ia to be carried ont
in respect to railroads, mobody ocan
draw the line where it shall stop until
all industry 1s under Sovist direction.
Yet they are not putting their pro-
gramme oul B2 & matter to be dis-
cussed and deliberately considered
by the American® people. They are
trying to force the issue and bring
about a revolution by nltimatam,

In the last three years the railroad
employees have received hundreds of
millions of dollare in wage increases
for which the general public is paying,
As 8 reward for ite generosity the
country is to be taken by the throat
and choked into submiseion if the
most complicated economic issnes
that have ever confronted it are not
settled forthwith, 1f there is any
difference between that kind of arro-
gance and the arrogancejof the Ger-
man General Btaff in July, 1914, we
should like to know what it ia.

The legisiative branch of the United
Btates Government long ago degener-
ated into a Oongress of cowards. It
may prove to be ae snbeervient to the
brotherhoods as it has been to the
Anti-Saloon League; but if the Ameri-
¢an people can be kept forever chok-
ed Into a state of pubmission by pri-
vate organizations taking over the
functions of Government, the United
States might as well apply for the
appointment of a receiver firat ae last,
—New York World.
